The main speaker was Mr. Jo- 
seph Allen, state supervisor of the 
Northern California Art Project, 
and he gave the history of the pan- 
ther from the time of its concep- 
tion. 

Mr. Robert von Christierson, col- 
lege alumni president, presented 
the statue, and Mr. M. B. Young, 
president of the board of trustees, 
accepted. Mr. Richard Werner, 
president of the college, was re- 
sponsible for the symbolic monu- 
ment.

Hartnell. released its secret 
weapon, a fourth string quarter- 
back named “Takeo Hirahara, and 
upset’the East Contra Costa Vi- 
kings, 25-12, at the Salinas high 
school ‘field, Friday, October ‘23.
